The US Department of Agriculture Farmers Home Administration 
(FmHA) is considering an application sponsored by the South 
Crenshaw County Water Authority. The specific elements of this 
proposed action include construction of approximately 144 miles 
of six (6) inch, and three (3) inch PVC water distribution mains to 
serve about 290 new customers in Coffee, Covington and Cren- 
shaw Counties. It is also proposed to construct a 400 GPM water 
supply plant on an existing site in Section 14, T8N, R18E and a 
300,000 gallon water storage tank on a 0.5 acre site in Section 
19, T7N, R17E. The alternative well site will be the 0.5 acre wa- 


ter storage tank site.

Clouds of controversy still loom over Elba’s City Hall

The Elba City Council met Mon- 
day night. They paid bills, gave em- 
ployees reason for Christmas chcer, 
made a school board appointment, 
struck a deal with the Chamber of 
Commerce, heaped praise on foot- 
ball team, and approved refinancing 
of a bond issue to get lower interest. 

They also heard a complaint from 
a citizen about his neighbor’s cats. 
The council accepted bids on buying 
computers for the new library. 

There were some special visitors 
at the meeting. Mrs. Beth DuBose 
and a group of her 3rd graders are 
studying government and attended 
the meeting to see government in ac- 


tion. 

All was not lovely however, as 
council member Ronnie Jinright had 
some questions go unanswered and a 
motion go unpassed. 

The council approved bills total- 
ing $20,507.52 plus paying a medi- 
cal bill of a parttime police officer 
hurt during training. 

Police Chief Freddie Hanchey re- 
ported receiving 273 complaints dur- 
ing the past three weeks. The depart- 
ment responded to four traffic 
accidents, issued nine traffic cita- 
tions, including one for DUI. There 
were 11 criminal arrest during the 
same period. 

The animal control officer picked 
up 34 dogs and one was sold. 

The council approved refinancing 


a 1985 bond issue cutting interest 
from rates as high as 9% down to a 
fixed rate of 5%. 

City employees were given a tra- 
ditional Christmastime one-time pay 
raise. Full time employees will get 
$50 and part time employees, work- 
ing 20 hours or more, will get $25. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood recom- 
mended appointing Danicl Stephens 
to the school board replacing Attor- 
ney Garth Lindsey, who had mailed 
a letter of resignation earlier. The 
recommendation was approved with- 
Out discussion, 

Bids for computers to serve the 
new library were approved. CP & R 
of Enterprise was low bidder at 
$7,609.95. These will be paid for 
with FEMA flood funds.

The council renewed a contract 
with the Chamber of Commerce for 
public relations work. The amount of 
money was increased from $2,000 to 
$3,000 annually. 

Council member John W. Sharp- 
less made a motion recognizing the 
achievement of the Elba football 
team, cheerleaders and band. the 
council voted to prepare a resolution 
commending them, They asked the 
mayor to personally present this res- 
olution, 

The council meeting had moved 

along smoothly until the very end 
when Mr, Jinright asked some 
touchy questions he said had come 
from the people in his district. 
, A request he made last month for 
4 cash flow balance was repeated be- 
cause it was not available for council 
members as promised, 

The cost of living raise for city 
employees was his next question, 
Jinright said employees were asking 
him why they hadn't gotten the raise 


approved in the budget. It was noted 
additional money had been added for 
salaries, but no action has yet been 
taken authorizing any raises. 

Jinright then said the administra- 
tion has been in office for two 
months, has hired six people and 
transferred three, He estimates this 
has cost $50,000. He then added in 
the cost of Mr. Clark, the assistant 
mayor (operations officer) and esti- 
mated it was costing an additional 
$100,000 a year in salaries alone, 

“Things in Elba are in a mess,” 
Jinright said. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood then an- 
nounced he had visited the Alabama 
Attorney General today (Monday) 
and he had recommended the city 
get a declaratory judgement trom a 
Judge on just who can hire and fire, 
etc. Haywood later explained he had 
met and talked with a Mr, Soloman 
in the Attorney General’s office. 

Jinright referred to a manual pub- 
lished by the Alabama League of 


Municipalitics and said the guide- 
lines were in that book. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
added it was his hope the personnel 
committee appointed by the mayor 
could resolve these problems. 

Council member Gladys Yelver- 
ton added, “We can solve our own 
problems.” 

Jinright added, “We need to stop 
wasting time and money. "What lit- 
tle money we have is fast disappear- 
ing.” 

The statement by Mrs. Yelverton 
and the balance of her remarks 
seemed to calm the waters, tempers 
seemed to cool and the matter was 
dropped. 

Mr. George Windham asked the 
council to consider some kind of or- 
dinance which would help contre’ 
cats. He said a neighbor of his has 
25 or 35 cats and they cause prob- 
lems at his house. No action was tak- 
en, but he was assured the matter 
would be looked into.

Melissa missed Elba's first state championship win back in 1989, but as 
a die-hard Tiger fan, she made it known early last week that she would 
make the 252 mile trip to Vernon to see the second. By the time we made it 
to Prattville she had changed her mind; however, it was no turning back and 
she was on the field after the game joining in the celebration. Her excite- 
ment turned into exhaustion on the way home, and by the time we made it 
back to Elba at 3:15 a.m, she was stretched out across the backseat with her 
head in her Mom's lap and her fect in the lap of her cousin. 

While Melissa chose her bed over a second victory celebration at the 
football stadium, Melanie was wide awake when we got home and joined in 
the fun at the stadium by blowing the car horn almost non-stop. It was a 
long day, but one enjoyed by the whole Mularz family! 


When the Elba Tigers started their victory celebration with 19-seconds 
left on the clock Friday night, it marked what had to be the perfect ending 
to one of the greatest seasons ever in the rich history of Elba Tiger football. 

The 1992 Elba Tigers weren't even ranked in the Top 10 in Class 3A 
when the season started, but after opening wins over SA Charles Hender- 
son, 2A power Georgiana and defending 3A state champ Luverne, the Ti- 
gers were back in the standings and had Tiger fans thinking about the possi- 
bility of a second state championship. A big win over undefeated 4A power 
Opp convinced the fans that big things were ahead, while lopsided wins 
over Louisville and Slocomb by a combined score of 117-6 made even the 
most pessimistic fan admit that another tite could be within this team's 
grasp. A disappointing one-point loss to defending 4A champ T.R, Miller 
took a little air of the Tigers’ sails, but the Tigers quickly rebounded and 
easily whipped 5A Andalusia and 5A Hillcrest to close out the season at 8- 


Elba didn't get excited about playing Rehobeth in its playoff opener, and 
jt showed in a solid, yet lackluster 28-0 drubbing of the Rebels. The win 
was costly; however, as quarterback Keith Grantham broke his right hand in 
the first quarter and leading rusher Greg Thigpen twisted his ankle. Grant- 
ham returned to the line-up with a cast on his hand in the Tigers’ second se- 
ries against St. Paul's, in the second round of the playoffs, but when Elba 
fell behind 10-0 in the first half, and with Grantham and Thigpen both hurt- 
ing, hopes for even a third round game appeared dim, Elba simply buckled 
its chinstraps a little tighter and fought until the end, when Grantham tossed 
a touchdown pass that gave the Tigers the win, 

By the third round contest against Southern Choctaw everybody in 3A 
knew of Elba's walking wounded, and opposing defenses licked their lips 
knowing the Tigers couldn't pass the football. Southern Choctaw had the 
most talented team Elba had faced throughout the season, but once again 
the Tigers found a way to win and pulled out a 7-6 win in a heartstopping 
victory. High-powered Ashville brought eight buses of fans to Elba in the 
semifinals and was convinced that the Tigers’ playoff trip would end; how- 
ever, the Tigers began to find their passing game again and combined a 
rock-hard defense with a mistake-free offense to post the impressive 21-14 
win. 

While every other team from South Alabama would host the state finals 
in their prospective classes, Elba would have to travel for the fourth time in 
their four trips to the finals, Undefeated Lamar County was a prohibitive fa- 
vorite and one sportswriter from a North Alabama newspaper picked the 
Bulldogs to bury the Tigers 35-0. The Lamar County players showed their 
confidence while parading in front of the Elba fans before the game, and in 
true Miami Hurricane fashion pointed fingers and mocked the fans. Once 
the game started it was obvious which team was the best, as Elba scored on 
its fourth play of the night and by the end of the half was on top 15-3. The 
Tigers made a few mistakes in the second half that kept the score closer 
than it really was; however, the defense refused to let Lamar County get on 
the scoreboard and at the end the Tigers had the '92 state championship. 

The Tigers’ trip to the state championship wasn't an casy one and wasn't 
one that many thought possible early in the season, The only ones that 
thought the Tigers would win the title were the players, and it was their 
dedication and pride that made it all possible. The seniors on this state 
championship team may have provided more leadership than any Elba team 
in memory, and while many, many players played a big role in the champi- 
onship, this one was for the seniors and they deserved it as much as any 
group of athletes I've ever been around. In years to come, when the word 
champion is mentioned, I'll refer back to the 1992 Elba Tigers and that will 
be enough said, because this team is truly a "Team of Champions!"

During the regular season and the playoffs, the Elba Tigers were known 
as a second half team. In many games, the Tigers would struggle in the 
opening two quarters and then look like a different team in the second half 
and dominate the final two quarters, Friday night the Tigers varied from the 
stript that brought them to the championship game and scored carly and of- 
ten to take command from the start, 

The offensive plan was to get fullback Jamie Brockton the ball in the 
middle of the Lamar County defense and it worked just like it been drawn 
up on the chalkboard. Brockton gained 37 yards on his first carry of the 
night, broke loose on a 48-yard run on the Tigers’ second series and by the 
end of the half had rolled up 107 yards on only six carries. Brockton was 
bottled up for much of the second half, but had runs of 17 and 14 yards late 
in the game that helped Elba run out the clock, and for the night had a sca- 
son sigh 159 yards on 13 carries. Teddy Burks went the whole game at tail- 
back and gained 98 yards on 22 carries to keep Lamar County from being 
able to simply load up the middle, Burks had a 73 yard touchdown run nul- 
lified by a questionable clipping penalty in the first quarter, but never 
slowed down and late in the half caught a 50-yard touchdown pass that 
gave the Tigers a little breathing room.

The Elba offensive line has probably received more publicity than any

The defense gave up some yardage at times to the wide-open attack of 
Lamar County, but never let the Bulldogs get into the endzone, and except 
for a 42-yard field-goal, would have recorded a shutout in the title game. 
The Tigers had problems with the traps and reverses of the Lamar County 
wing-t offense, and the secondary allowed 15 pass completions on the 
night. The defense was content to let Lamar County get short gains, because 
the defense knew that it would come up with some big plays before the 
Bulldogs could drive the length of the field. Big plays did come, such as 
Che Vaughan's diving interception inches from the goalline, and Josh Cald- 
well's interception and fumble recovery in the fourth quarter. Big. plays 
aren't always remembered, or noticed, and many of the defensive's biggest 
plays came on third down, when the defense stopped the Bulldogs on six of 
nine third down plays. Lamar County got inside the Elba 30-yardline four 
times during the game, but on those four possessions managed only 19 
yards in offense and three points, while being stopped twice with intercep- 
tions.

The county commissions of the 
several counties are authorized and 
empowered to adopt buildirig laws and 
codes by ordinance which shall apply in 
the unincorporated areas of the county. 
The building laws and codes of the 
county commission shall not a ply 
within any municipal police jurisdichion. 
in which that municipality is exercising 
its building laws or codes, without the 
express consent of the governing body 
of that municipality, The building laws 
and codes of the county commission 
may apply within the corporate limits of 
any municipality with the express 
consent of the governing body of the 
municipality. The county commission 
rey Sat building inspectors to see 
that its laws or codes are not violated 
and that the plans and specifications for 
buildings are not in conflict with the 
ordinances of the county and may exact 
fees to be paid by the owners of the 
property inspected, The county 
commission may condemn buildings, 
parts of buildings, or structures 
dangerous to the public and prohibit the 
use thereof and abate the same as a 
nuisance.

Section 13. Issuance of Permits. It 
is the duty of the building official, or 
other authority charged with the duty, of 
issuing building or similar permits, of 
any incorporated municipality — or 
subdivision of the municipality or county, 
to refuse to issue a permit for any 
undertaking which would require a 
license hereunder unless the applicant 
has furnished evidence that he or she is 
either licensed as required by this 
chapter or is exempt from the 
eaulremrienrs of this th It is the 
pe of the building official, or other 
authority charged with the duty of 
issuing building or similar permits, to 
report to the board the name and 
address of any person who, in his or her 
opinion, has violated this chapter. — 

Section 14. Penalties: Injunctions. 
Any licensee who undertakes or attempts 
to undertake the business of residential 
home building without first having 
procured a valid license, which has 
neither expired orf been revoked, 
required by the provisions of the chapter 
or who knowingly presents to, or files 
false information with the board for the 
purpose of obtaining such license or 
who violates any law or code adopted by 
a@ county commission under the 
provisions of this_act shall be deemed 
guilty of a Class C misdemeanor. 

No residential home builder, who 
does not have the license required, may 
bring or maintain any action to enforce 
the provisions of ‘any contract for 
residential home building which he or 
she entered into in violation of this 
chapter. 

Whenever it shall appear to the 
board that any residential home builder 
has violated or is about to violate this 
chapter, the board may in its own name 
petition the circuit court of the county 
where the violation occurred or is about 
to occur to issue a temporary restraining 
order enjoining such violation. 

Section 15. Recovery Fund. The 
board is authorized to establish a 
recovery fund from which an aggrieved 
party may recover actual or 
compensatory damages, not including 
interest and court costs, sustained within 
the State of Alabama as the result of 
conduct of a licensee in violation of this 
act or the rules and regulations of the 
board 

Any Payments from the recovery 
fund shall be subject to the following 
limitations and conditions: 

(1) Payments for claims based on 
judgments or settlements against any 
one licensee shall not exceed fifty

If you 
carefully consider the normal activi- 
tics of recipients, you are likely to 
sclect gifts that are compatible with 
their lifestyles, Many of the sugges- 
tions are not unusual or exciting. 
However, if you intend for gifts to 
bring some form of satisfaction and 
not become a burden to receivers be- 
cause they have to be displayed, 
stored, cleaned or dusted routinely, 
take a close look at this list. 

Babies: books, diaper service, lo- 
tion or other baby toiletries, and sav- 
ings bonds. 

Children; books, educational 
tapes/video/movies, lessons (swim- 
ming, dancing, music, karate, art), 
new experiences (airplane ride, boat 
ride, bus tip, train ride), play at lo- 
cal theater, meals at an ethnick res- 
taurant, trip to an amusement park or 
200, savings bonds. 

Individuals and Families: a sup- 
ply of favorite snacks (popcorn, pea- 
nuls, pecans, etc.), home-baked 
bread in reused coffee cans, basic 
household tools (hammer, screwdriv- 
er, extension cords), can crusher for 
recycling cans, books, less-toxic 
cleaning supplies, faucet aerator, fire 
extinguisher, rechargeable flashlight, 
restaurant gift certificates, health
